NOTES. 


No. 49—Notes on the rainfall ani general weath2r conlitions in Western Australia 
during the year 1946. 


The year’s rainfall was satisfactory over a considerable portion of Western Australia ; mos 
of the rainfall totals in the south-western divisions exceeded the normal by small to moderate 
amounts, and considerably more than the usual rainfall was received in a larger area extending 
over the Fortescue Division, the western half of the De Grey division, and portion of the East 
Gascoyne. In the Wyndham (North Kimberley) district, the rainfall exceeded the normal by 
more than seven inches, and there were small to moderate surpluses in the vicinity of Wiluna 
and Rawlinna. At individual stations in the area which received more than the normal yearly 
rainfall the highest totals in each district were as follows :—4,248 pts. at Pinjarra (South Coast), 
4,147 pts. at Perth (Central Coastal), 2,703 pts. at Walebing (North Coastal Agric.), 2,682 pts. at 
Toodyay (North Central), 3,014 pts. at Wandering (South Central), 2,454 pts. at Mardie (Fortescue), 
2,386 pts. at Roebourne (De Grey), 3.374 pts. at Wyndham (North Kimberley) and 1,328 pts. at 
Three Rivers (East Gascoyne). 


Less than the normal yearly rainfall was received in the East and West Kimberley divisions, 
the West Gascoyne, most of the East Gascoyne, and in all except a small central-western section 
of the south-eastern division. In the East and West Kimberleys the shortages were substantial 
and amounted to 707 pts. at Broome, 647 pts. at Fitzroy, and 772 pts. at Halls Creek, but from 
the Fitzroy and Ord River Valleys northwards, the registrations ranged from 1,194 pts. at Hall’s 
Creek to 2,309 pts. at Derby. 


The area which received the lightest rainfall in 1946 comprised a belt about 100 miles wide 
and extending from the vicinity of Wooramel (West Gascoyne) south-eastwards through the Mur- 
chison district to the northern Coolgardie Goldfields, and thence southwards to the vicinity of 
Kalgoorlie ; the amounts received as compared with the respective normals averaged approxi- 
mately 50% below normal, and included registrations of only 342 pts. at Kanowna (Kalgoorlie 
region), 401 pts. at Wooramel (West Gascoyne), 406 pts. at Cue and 414 pts. at Nannine (East 
Gascoyne). 


The general distribution of the rain over Western Australia in 1946 was related to the fact 
that the tropical storms mostly followed paths a considerable distance off the coast and nearly all 
of those few which penetrated inland lost most of their rain productivity while their centres were 
only small distances within the coast. The central territorial belt thus failed to benefit much from 
the tropical disturbances, and this region and the south-eastern division failed to receive even 
normal rainfall from the southern disturbances, the more important of which consisted of depres- 
sions which developed apparently in the vicinity of the upper South-West coast, passed south- 
wards to well beyond Cape Leeuwin and there assumed cyclonic formation, and later passed east- 
wards with their centres following a path along latitudes South of the Bight. 


As a result of the peculiarities of the year’s rainfall systems, drought conditions prevailed 
in a considerable portion of the northern inland subtropies, particularly in the Gascoyne-Minilya 
district, and sections of the West Gascoyne, but, despite the rainfall shortage, a fairly good season | 
was experienced in the greater portion of the Kimberleys. 


The history of the year’s weather in Western Australia and of the changes in the seasonal 
conditions (the latter more particularly in regard to the south-western divisions) may be summarised 
as follows :— 


January.—The seasonal activity of rainstorms in the tropics caused heavy downpours and 
the average registrations ranged from 217 points in the Fortescue to 551 points in the De Grey, | 
and 559 points in the West Kimberley division. The northern rains extended to the North Cool- | 
gardie and the Eucla divisions. Rainfall was seasonably light in the western subtropics and in 
the wheat belt, harvesting was completed under favourable conditions ; the yield for the 1945-46 
season amounted to 20,500,000 bushels. Severe and prolonged heat prevailed particularly in the | 
West Gascoyne ; Winning Pool recorded temperatures of 116 deg., 115 deg. and 114 deg. and 
Gascoyne Junction recorded 100 or more degrees every day ; the Merredin district sustained severe 
bush fire damage ; in Perth the mean maximum temperature was (with one exception) the highest 
ever recorded in January. 


February.—Tropical storms caused further heavy rains throughout the tropics (average falls 
ranging from 502 pts. in the De Grey to 1,974 pts. in the North Kimberley division) and there were 
some heavy rains also in parts of the north-eastern subtropics and of the Eucla division. In the 
south-western districts, the rainfall was very light but seasonal conditions remained satisfactory. 
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March.—A cyclonic storm about the middle of the month caused heavy rains chiefly from 
Port Hedland and Marble Bar to Winning Pool, and widespread but light rains elsewhere in 
the tropics (except in the North Kimberley division). In the southern and eastern subtropics the 
rainfall was much below normal. From March 25th to 28th the Aurora Australis was visible in 
the southern divisions. 


April.—in the first 18 days, rainless conditions prevailed almost generally and were attended 
with dry easterly winds and by more than normally high temperatures which were associated 
with some severe bush fires in the far south. In the third week, however, a cyclonic disturbance 
caused heavy rains from Roebourne to Winning Pool, and, later (with severe electrical storms) 
on the South-West coast and in the northern agricultural areas. Beyond the narrow coastal 
belt of heavy rains, the rainfall in the wheat belt was deficient and at many places seasonal agri- 
cultural operations were delayed pending adequate falls. 


May.—Agricultural operations in the south-western divisions were at many places still fur- 
ther seriously delayed by rainfall shortages in the first half of the month and rainfall in the pastoral 
areas was deficient throughout the month. From 23rd to 29th May, however, a great southern 
disturbance produced a series of good rains in the western subtropics and in southern sections 
of the south-eastern division, and was attended by strong westerly winds to gales and very rough 
seas on the south-west coast. 


June.—The activity of the southern rainstorm system still further increased in June and 
produced heavy to very heavy rains in the south-western divisions. Cold waves were also a feature 
of the month’s weather, and extended northwards far enough to damage banana plantations at 
Carnarvon. The excessive rains caused local flooding which caused considerable damage in 
the wheat fields, and the excessive moisture together with low temperatures and dearth of sun- 
shine seriously retarded the growth of crops and pastures. Some light falls of snow occurred in 
the far south. Beyond the south-western divisions, the rainfall was about normal in the south- 
east of the State, and deficient elsewhere. 


July.—A continuance of excessive rains in the south-western divisions caused considerable 
areas in the wheat belt to become waterlogged and a considerable amount of belated sowing had 
to be abandoned. The growth of pastures and of wheat crops (mostly those sown early on light 
land) was again retarded by cold and wet, but the pastures though unusually backward were other- 
wise satisfactory. The saturated condition of the Jand increased to a high percentage, the amount 
of rainfall “runoff” in the catchment areas of rivers in the south-western divisions and floods 
occurred in the Avon, Swan, Canning, Helena, Preston, Blackwood, and Ballinup Rivers. An 
unusually large reserve of moisture was accumulated in the subsoil in the wheat belt and proved 
a great value later in the season. Especially valuable rains occurred in the Norseman-Esperance 
pastoral and agricultural district. The Kimberley division experienced a rainless month, but there 
were heavy falls in the De Grey, Fortescue divisions and fairly heavy rains in the northern 
subtropics and moderate falls in the south-eastern divisions. 


The rains in the southern half of the State were derived chiefly from a series of atmospheric 
depressions which developed off the West or Upper South West coasts, and passing south-wards 
assumed closed-curve formation to the South of Cape Leeuwin before passing slowly eastwards. 
Tn most cases these disturbances were attended by rough coastal weather. 


August.—This month was rainless in the Kimberley and De Grey divisions and only negligible 
rains occurred elsewhere in the tropics and in the north-eastern subtropics. Except as regards 
a small surplus in the north coastal agricultural division rainfall was below normal in all divisions, 
but the amounts received in the south-western districts were sufficient for seasonal needs and, 
in periods of fine and warmer weather the previously backward crops and pastures made 
remarkable progress. 


September.—Rainfall was deficient in all except the Eucla division. Dry easterly winds pre- 
vailed in the Tropics, and in the south-western divisions, the rains were much below normal 
and wheat yield prospects deteriorated. The southern depressions from which the “finishing” 
rains of the wheai-growing season are usually derived were weak and ineffective. Also 
pastoral growth was retarded by cold waves which at times extended over nearly all the State. 
and were associated with maximum temperatures which included 76 degrees at Winning Pool 
and 78 degrees at Onslow. 


October—This was the 8th consecutive rainless month in the North Kimberleys and the 7th 
in the East Kimberleys. _ It was rainless also in the Eucla, West Kimberley and North-Eastern 
divisions, and only negligible falls occurred in the remaining divisions other than the South coast 
and the South Central division which received amounts averaging 71 points and 27 points respec- 
tively. The wheat crop yield prospects further deteriorated but the moisture reserves in the subsoil 
probably saved many crops. The weather was controlled mainly by large and persistant anti- 
cyclonic formations, which were associated with some severe frosts, and on October 13th, most 
minimum temperatures in the lower South-West were about 30 degrees. Both tropical and 
southern depressions were few in number, shallow, and unusually ineffective as regards rain 
production. 
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November.—The rainfall was deficient in the tropics, and the north-eastern subtropics, but 
fairly heavy in the south-western divisions and moderate in the South-Eastern and Eucla divisions. 
Most of the rain in the western and southern subtropics was derived from a tropical disturbance 
which appeared off the North-West coast on November 8th, and moving slowly southwards 
developed great intensity with its centre about 500 miles South of Cape Leeuwin on November 
12th. At many places the rainstorm was associated with thunder and hail, the latter causing severe 
damage in small sections of the wheat belt. Rough seas were experienced on the South-West 
coast. 


December.—The new rainy season in the tropics commenced with heavy falls in the North 
Kimberley (Wyndham 987 pts.) and moderate to fairly heavy (but below normal) rains in the East 
and West Kimberleys. South from the Kimberleys, rainfall was deficient in all divisions except 
the South coast where the falls averaged 140 points. In the wheat belt harvesting was completed 
under favourable conditions and the 1946-47 wheat yield amounted to about 24,000,000 bushels. 


The following table shows how the year’s rainfall in the various districts compared with the 
respective normals :—
